A woman recently wrote, 
“What is dizziness? 
Every time I tell my husband 
I’m dizzy he wants me to 
describe it. I can’t, can 
you?” 

That is a recent challenge 
we’ve submitted to Dr.

The 
world turns about when the 
eyes are open, but when 
closed we would whirl 
about in space like an 
astronaut.”

“A person with high 
blood pressure is more 
likely to complain of 
lightheadedness than of true 
vertigo,” says Dr. Brinkley. 

You can help the Doctor 
by telling when the 
dizziness occurs.

Brinkley, is “The oldster 
who almost falls when he 
jumps out of bed or stands 
up too quickly. He could 
well have a circulatory 
problem.”

Brinkley, “the most 
meaningful thing about 
dizziness is that it is a 
symptom, and one that 
should not be ignored. Only 
recently I had a patient who 
complained of dizziness 
when he turned his head to 
the side or upwards.
